FROM    THE    CHAIR 

The  Executive  Board  of  NEMLA  met  on 
June  28th.  At  this  Board  meeting 
Secretary-Treasurer  Patricia  Brennan 
presented   the   final    budget    for    1984-85 

and  the  proposed  budget  for  1985-86.  As 
of  June  30,  1985,  the  Chapter  had  a 
healthy  balance  of  $843.89  in  its 
treasury. 

One  of  the  most  important  actions 
taken  by  the  Board  was  the  appointment 
of  Frank  Gramenz  as  chairperson  of  the 
Nominating  Committee.  Other  Nominating 
Committee  members  will  be  appointed 
soon.  This  year  we  will  be  electing 
Vice-Chairperson/  Chai r per son -Elect  and 
a  Member -at -Large.  If  you  would  like  to 
recommend  someone  for  either  office, 
please  let  Frank  know  (Mugar  Memorial 
Library,  Boston  University,  771 
Commonwealth  Ave.,  Boston,  MA  02215;

Most  of  the  Board  meeting  was  spent 
reviewing  the  reports  and  work  of  the 
chapter  committees.  The  Archives 
Committee  (Robert  Evensen,  chair;  Frank 
Gramenz,  Gail  Hennig,  Jean  Morrow)  was 
reappointed  for  another  year  in  order  to 
complete  its  investigation  of  the 
Chapter  archives.  The  Publications 
Committee  (Ken  Maracek,  chair;  Patricia 
Fisken,  Cynthia  Pawlek)  has  added  Ross 
Wood  as  the  member  to  replace  Phil 
Youngholm.  Ross  is  now  the  person  to 
contact  for  sales  of  the  chapter 
directory  (see  elsewhere  in  this  issue). 
The  recommendations  of  the  Special 
Issues  Group  (Kathleen  Brown,  chair; 
Paula  Matthews,  Priscilla  McCarty)  were 
reviewed  in  detail.  Most  were  referred 
to  Vice-Chairperson  Carol  Tatian  for 
incorporation  into  a  chapter  meeting 
program.  With  this  excellent  report  the 
group's  charge  is  completed.  Another 
committee  which  has  completed  its  charge 
is  the  Publicity  Committee  (Andy 
Castiglione,  chair;  Brenda  Chasen 
Goldman,  Faith  Kindness,  Patrick 
Maxfield,  Bettie  Rose).  The  Board 
decided  to  act  upon  the  Committee's 
recommendation  to  send  Chapter  publicity 
and  a  meeting  notice  to  approximately 
100  carefully  selected  institutions  in 
the  New  England  area  in  September.  The 
Board  recognized  that  the 
recommendations  of  the  Goals  and 
Objectives  Committee  (Dena  M.  Janson, 
chair;  Mary  Ankudowich,  Ethel  Bacon, 
Ross  Wood)  would  be  acted  upon  via  the 
Special  Issues  Group  recommendations  and 
the  Program  Chair,  and  by  following  the 
Publicity  Committee's  recommendation  for 
mai 1 ings . 
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Finally,  the  Board  decided  to 
review  our  chapter  handbook.  This 
document  was  compiled  by  Phil  Youngholm 
a  number  of  years  ago.  It  is  extremely 
useful  in  the  orientation  of  new  Board 
members  who  need  to  understand 
procedures  and  policies  adopted  by 
previous    Boards.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SPRING    MEETING 

The  spring  1985  meeting  was  held  on 
April  19  in  Alumni  Hall  at  Boston 
College  in  Chestnut  Hill.  Linda  Solow 
Blotner,  Vice  Chairperson/  Chair-Elect 
of  the  Chapter,  organized  and  chaired 
the  event.  Members  were  warmly  welcomed 
by  Anne  Reece,  Assistant  Head  of 
Cataloguing,  substituting  for  Betty  Rose 
who  was  unable  to  attend,  and  by  Thomas 
F.  O'Connell,  University  Librarian,  who 
gave  a  capsule  history  of  the 
institution    and    its    library. 

The  morning  session,  which  dealt 
with  the  selection  of  twentieth  century 
music,  opened  with  a  discussion  of  film 
music    by    Martin    Marks    from    MIT.       He 


began  his  presentation  by  mentioning 
some  characteristics  that  make  this  type 
of  material  unusual.  For  earlier  films 
almost  no  scores  are  available,  though 
souvenir  booklets  containing  some  of  the 
music  may  have  been  published,  and  some 
of  the  music  may  be  available  in 
collections  of  selected  works  of  a  given 
composer.  Added  all  together,  however, 
score  availability  is  problematic. 
Recordings  are  a  better  source. 
Commenting  on  his  useful  list  of 
recordings  of  dramatic  scores,  Mr. 
Marks  traced  the  history  of  film  music 
and  suggested  possible  uses  of  this 
material,  both  by  itself  and  in 
conjunction  with  a  study  of  the  films 
for    which    it    was    written. 

The  second  speaker,  Jon  Voigt  from 
Berklee  College  of  Music,  addressed  the 
topic  of  jazz  and  popular  music.  Though 
originally  scheduled  to  speak  only  on 
printed  music,  Mr.  Voigt  graciously 
expanded  his  talk  to  include  recordings 
as  well  when  it  turned  out  at  the  last 
minute  that  Ken  Williams  of  the 
Cambridge  Public  Library  could  not  be 
with  us.  Pointing  out  that  jazz  is  much 
less  commercial  at  the  moment  than  is 
popular  music  and  that  popular  music  has 
special  characteristics  in  that  it  is 
fast-changing,  very  commercial,  and 
star -ridden,  Mr.  Voigt  offered  some 
suggestions  for  sources  of  information 
on  what  is  available  and,  in  the  case  of 
scores  of  popular  music,  places  where 
libraries  in  our  area  can  acquire  them. 
He  offered  some  help  with  specialized 
terminology  and  issued  a  strong  caveat 
concerning    copyright. 

The  morning  session  ended  with  a 
talk  by  Steven  Ledbetter,  program 
annotator  for  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra,  on  selecting  and  acquiring 
twentieth  century  music  for  the  library. 
Not  only  are  the  choices  often  difficult 
as  we  try  to  anticipate  future  needs, 
but  the  acquisition  of  scores  is  made 
additionally  complicated  by  the  fact 
that  new  works  now  tend  to  be  more 
frequently  recorded  than  published  and, 
when  published,  are  often  only  available 
as  rental  items.  Furthermore,  there  is 
a  tendency  for  publishers  not  to  promote 
their  contemporary  music  and  to  charge 
highly    for    it.      Mr.      Ledbetter  offered  a 
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useful  checklist  of  possible  library 
users  of  this  material:  performers 
sampling  prior  to  purchase,  conductors 
judging  quality  and  suitability  for 
their  performing  groups,  composers 
familiarizing  themselves  with  their 
contemporaries,  musicologists  and 
students  studying  a  composer's  output, 
instrumental  and  vocal  teachers 
selecting  material  for  students,  and 
critics  studying  a  work  or  composer.  As 
possible  selection  aids  one  should 
consider:  compositions  winning  major 
awards,  reviews  of  premieres,  what  one's 
local  composers  are  writing  and  what 
they  suggest  as  being  important  works  of 
other  composers,  and  contemporary 
compositions  whose  performance  is 
required  by  performers  entering 
competi  tions .

Before  breaking  for  luncheon, 
Geraldine  Ostrove  relayed  recent  news 
from  MLA  and  RISM.  Following  the  meal, 
we  gathered  to  learn  about  the  new 
Thomas  P.  O'Neill,  Jr.  Library  from 
Jeremy  Slim,  O'Neill  Librarian  and  from 
Anne  Reece.  Planning  began  in  1978  for 
the  building  which  would  house  most  of 
the  libraries  located  on  the  central 
campus.  The  library's  on-line  catalogue 
was  produced  by  GEAC  and  has  been  very 
well  accepted  by  the  users.  Eighty -five 
to  ninety  percent  of  the  holdings  have 
been  converted,  and  little  downtime  has 
been  experienced.  Following  this 
introduction  we  split  into  several 
groups    to    tour    the   building. 

Vivian  Rosenberg,  the  Chapter 
Chairperson,  then  presided  at  the 
business  meeting.  Election  results  were 
announced  by  Mary  Ankudowich,  reporting 
for  Diane  Ota,  chair  of  the  Nominating 
Committee.
